DUBLIN DISTRICT COURT. 


OBSTRUCTION OF THE 
STREETS.

LORD CHIEF JUSTIC 
QUOTED. : 


(BEFORE MR. LITTLE). . i 

When two young women were being dis- 
charged under the Probation Act on charges 
of obstruction in Bis street, Dublin, on 
Monday afternoon, Mr. Little said that quite 
recently political meetings were held in the 
nerve-centre of the city, causing complete 
obstruction of the highway. 

It was very hard for the two defendants 
to know the law when so many people were 
under a minpaháenfin as to what the law 
really is in these matters. There was no 
justification for the obstruction of those law- 
fully using the streets. This, he added, had 
been held by the Lord Chief Justice, whose 
words in relation to street obstruction were : 
“ Any unjustifiable obstruction of the high- 
way renders the person responsible for 1t not 
only liable to the magistrate’s jurisdiction to 
compel sureties for good behaviour. but also 
to be criminally indicted. Unjustifiable 
obstruction is any obstruction that is com- 
plete.” 


UNION INMATE’S CLAIM.

An inmate of the Dublin Union, James 
O'Sullivan (31), was charged by Guard 118 A 
with being guilty of insubordination on the 
previous night.

CHARGE AGAINST AN 
OFFICIAL. 


' In the Dublin District Court yesterday 
James E. Fleming, of Carlton Villas, Novara 
road, Bray, was returned for trial to the 
Dublin Cireuit Criminal Court on a charge 
of embezzling various sums of money, amount- 
ing to £ ls., received by him while 
employed as a clerk in the Free State Depart- 
ment for External Affairs. Mr. T. Clarke 
(Chief State Solicitor’s office) prosecuted, and 
Mr. E. H. Burne, solicitor, defended. 

Mr. T. F. Coakley, accountant in the 
Department for External Affairs, said that 
Fleming had heen an officer in charge of the 

ssports, and his duty was to receive fees 
or passports. He was given a number of 
stamps during the course of his duty, and 
after he was suspended there was a deficiency 
of £20 1s., made up in either money or 
stamps. When questioned about the money 
he said that he had “' taken the loan of it.” 
The money had not been returned since. 

In reply to Mr. Burne, the witness said 
that Fleming up to last September had given 
twenty-five years’ service, and there was no 
other cause for complaint against him. In 
six months he had been issued £219 in 
stamps. 

Mr. Cussen said that he was surprised to 
hear that there was no system for checking 
the operations of the defendant in such an 
office. 

Evidence was given by several people to 
the effect that they had been given pass- 
ports which were duly stamped.

O’ Byrne, an ap was heard in relation 
to an Order for the service of a civil bill 
outside the Ei inn of the Court in a 
case of Cahill v. Hickey. 

It appeared that Michael W. Cahill, of 
Tuam, applied to Circuit Judge Power at 
Galway for leave to serve a civil bill on 
Messrs. P. Hickey and Co., wholsesale pro- 
duce and commission agents in Manchester, 
in respect of the eget purchase of turkeys 
on 17th December, 1931. On that date he 
stated that Messrs. Hickey called him on 
the telephone from Manchester to Tuam and 
asked him if he had any turkeys. He replied 
that he had 150, and they said they wanted 
400 or 500, He agreed to send them the 
150 he had and to purchase more at Tuam 
market on 19th December, the price to be 
Is. 5d. per ib. Following this telephone con- 
versation he sent 168 turkeys to Messrs. 
Hickey on 19th December, and 263 on the 
following Monday. Messrs. Hickey acknow- 
ledged receipt of the turkeys, but said that 
150 of them were merely sent to them as 
his agents for sale at whatever price they 
could . and they alleged that they could 
not them at 6d. a lb. He claimed that 
£66 9s. Gd. was due to him on foot of the 
contract made by telephone. | 

Judge Power grant Mr. Cahill leave to 
serve the civil bill for this amount out of the 
jurisdiction. 


FIRM’S APPLICATION. 


.fessrs. Hickey subsequently applied to 
Judge Power to set aside this order, on the 
ground that the facts had been erroneously 
stated by Mr. Cahill, and that the turkeys 
in dispute had not been ordered by telephone, 
as alleged. but simply consigned to them as 
agents. The Judge adjourned the applica. 
tion to permit Messrs. Hickey to enter an 
gy “ó and give evidence. Against this 
order Messrs. Hickey now appealed. 

Mr. Kingsmill Moore (instructed by Messrs. 
1). and T. Fitzgerald) appeared for Messrs. 
Hickey; and Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. E. C.

The power of the Circuit Judge to order 
service outside the jurisdiction was argued at 
length, ani the question was raised of where 
the alleged contract. was made, seeing that it 
was entirely a i1satter of a telephone con- 
versation between Manchester and Tuam. 
Mr. Price submitted that the telephone merely 
magnified the voice: it was analogous to tlie 
case of a man with exceptional Jungs shout- 
ing at a man a long way off and making a 
contract with him. Suppose a man used a 
giant megaphone’ Or the contract made 
by a man standing beside the boundary who 
sold a cow to a man just on the other side in 
Northern Ireland, 


GREAT CARE. 


Mr. Justice Hanna said that the Court 
would not go into those matters. The really 
substantial question at issue was whether the 
Cireuit Judg2 should have exercised discretion 
in favour of the plaintiff by allowing him to 
serve a civil bill on a Manchester firm to 
bring it before the Circuit Court. This was 
a jurisdiction which should be exercised with 
great care because it was an infringement of. 
the right of the courts in whose jurisdiction 
the defendant resided. It was only when a 
case came clearly within the law governing 
the local court that it should be exercised. 
In this case, the question arose as to where 
the contract was made, and there was an 
obligation on the plaintiff to satisfy the 
Court beyond doubt that the cause of action 
arose in this country. If there was any 
donbt as to the contract or the facts, the 
extraordinary jurisdiction of the local court 
should not be exercised against the foreigner, 
and in this case there were several matters 
which, in his view, disentitled the Cirewit 
Court to exercise its discretion in plaintiff's 
favour. The order for adjournment made 
by the Circuit Judge would be set aside, and 
also the order allowing service out of the 
jurisdiction, The appeal would be allowed, 
with costs in the High Court and the Circuit 
Court.

BOTH PARTIES HELD 
RESPONSIBLE.

Edward Flood, contractor, Cavan, sued 


Frederick Wernitz, South Great George’s 
street, Dublin, to recover £50 damages for 
injury to his motor-lorry by reason of the 
alleged negligent driving of the defendant’s 
taxi-cab on the 22nd September, 1931, when 
the two vehicles collided on the public road 
between Belturbet and Butler’s Bridge, in 
the County Cavan, The defendant had a 
counter-claim against the plaintiff for 
damage to the taxi-cab. 

it appeared from the evidence that the de- 
fendant was driving a passenger from Dublin 
to Cavan. Koad repairs were being carried 
out, and a steam engine, a stone-breaker and 
some tar-barrels were on the road. The 
plaintiff was employed by the County Council 
to bring stones and coal to the scene of 
operations in his lorry. ‘The defendant's car 
was seen coming along, and a ganger on the 
road put his hand up as a warning, but in 
spite of that the car ran into the back of 
the lorry, with the result that both vehicles 
were damaged. The lorry was standing still 
at the time. 

The defendant, in evidence, said that he 
was driving at the rate of ten miles an hour, 
When going round a corner he saw the lorry 
across the road, and was unable to stop his 
car. His car was off work for nearly three 
weeks, and his loss was about £12. 

The Judge held that both the driver of 
the lorry and the driver of the taxi-car were 
guilty of negligence, and, accordingly, he 
dismissed both caess.

RE-TRIAL OPENS

relating to the Irish Hospitals’ sweepstake 
on the Cesarewitch. Nolan and Simmonds 
were charged with conspiracy, Simmonds 
with uttering a forged sweepstake receipt, 
aud Nolan with counselling and commanding 
her to commit this offence. Nolan was alse 
charged with converting to his own use 
£111 8s. received by him for the Hospita's 
Trust. 

The defendants pleaded not. guilty. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr, J. A 
McCarthy —— by the Chief State 
Solicitor) prosecuted. i 

Mr, Edround Lupton, K.C. (instructed by 
Messrs. Gerald Byrne and Co.) defended. 

It was a re-trial, the jury having disagreed 
in December last. 

Mr. Lupton said thet he objected to the 
venue of the trial. Both defendants were 
resident in England. They were British sub- 
jects, and, therefore, could not be tried here. 

Judge Shannon ruled against the objection 
as regards the venue. . 

Mr. Lupton then applied that each of the 
accused persons be tried separately, as a 
joint trial might be prejudicial. It would 
enable the prosecution to combine a variety 
of evidence against one accused to the pre- 
judice of the other. No matter how clearly 
the law was explained to the jury, it woul: 
he impossible for them to exclude from their 
minds the effect of the evidence which was 
only legally admissible against one or other 
of the accused. 


USUAL PRACTICE. 


Mr. Maguire, replying, said that in a 
conspiracy charge the proper practice was 
to try those accused together. 

After considerable further discussion, Judge 
Shannon said that he did not think there 
was any danger of injustice to either of the 
srisoners by a joint triaJ, and accordingly 
he would allow the trial to proceed in its 
present form. ná 

Mr. Maguire, for the State, said that it was 
a serious case, in which a great volume oí 
evidence and a great number of documents 
would be vroduced,. His instructions were 
that the two. accused persons lived: at the 
Egerton .\rms Hotel, which was a licensed 
premises in Salford. Mr. Nolan’s first con- 
nection with the Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd., was 
when he was appointed a special agent for 
the sale of the tickets in connection with the 
Cesarewitch Sweep laste October, He pro- 
cured the services of a printer and printing 
machine, and installed them in the Egerton 
Arms Hotel at Salford, and produced no less 
than 7,000 forged receipts.. Two thousand of 
these receipts were white paper receipts and 
5,000 were subscribers’ receipts in respect ot 
individnals’ tickets. , 

For what purpose, asked counsel, could 
seven thousand tickets have been forged? 
Could they be for any legitimate purpose : 
One man could not handle such a quantity 
of ged receipts unless he had the assist- 


ance of someone else, or unless he was a man 


with superhuman energy. He must have had 
some organisation, or some way of palming 
them off, and that was the genessis of the con- 
spiracy. There were at least two people con- 
cerned in the distribution of the tickets. 


THE WATERMARK. 


Holding up a genuine receipt in his hand, 
Mr. Maguire said that the watermark upon 
it was of a most skilful and elaborate kind, 
buí an attempt. it was alleged, had been 
made by the prisoner Nolan, to reproduce 
that watermark with a diluted mixture of 
castor oil. 

When Mr. Nolan was negotiating for the 
purchase of the ne machine he asked 1f it 
could do coloured printing.. He subsequently 
got the man whom he had hired to do this 
work to make experiments in colour printing, 
with a view, it was alleged, to reproducing 
the actual form of subscribers’ receipt, or a 
colourable imitation of the document. 

The genuine and imitation receipts were at 
this stage handed up for the inspection of the 
jury. 

Mr. Maguire went on to say that the 
machine was delivered to the Egerton Arms, 
and evidence would be given that the printer 
was working up to two or three o'clock in 
the morning rolling off the prints, so that 
he would deliver them about the middle of 
September. The 15th of September was a 
very important date, because 1% was the 
closing date for the sweep. For a week or 
fortnight afterwards people were expecting to 
get their receipts, and, at enormous pressure, 
these bogus receipts were produced until at 
least 7, of them were turned out by the 


machine, 
DUBLIN VISIT. 


Beatrice Simmonds and a woman who accom- 
panied her came to Dublin, “They went to a 
hotel. and registered there as B. and M. 
Richards. On September 17th they went to 
look at a flat in Dun Laoghaire, where they 
interviewed Miss Dorothy Vance. They took 
the flat, and occupied it for a fortnight. . 

Evidence would be given to show that in 
connection with two forged receipts, the 
manuscript matter, as distinct from the 
printed matter, was in the handwriting of 
Beatrice Simmonds. 

Miss Ada Kearney, who is employed by 
the Hospitals’ Trust, said that she saw Nolan 
and Miss Sim‘nonds in the office some time 
during one ¢. the early sweeps. Mr. Nolan 
iatroduced Miss Simmonds as his niece, and 
said that she would look after his lodgments 
in future. On the 29th of August last M.ss 
Simmonds made a lodgment of £320 on the 


Cesarewitch sweep. 


Mrs. A. Cuddy, a clerk in the Hospitals’ 


Trust. said that she saw Joseph Nolan lodg- 
ing money and counterfoils. He introduced 
Miss Simmonds and said “' this is my niece; 
she will be bringing over, cash and counter- 
foils in future.” On several occasions she 
had seen Miss Simmonds lodging cash and 
counterfoils. 

Miss Dorothy Helen Vance gave evidence 
of Miss Simmonds and another girl occupy- 
ing a flat at Windsor terrace, Dun Laoghaire, 
for a fortnight in October last. On the 17th 
December last among some dedria in the 
flat she found the counterfoil (produced). 
When the girls came to the flat they gave 
the name of Richards. 

PRINTER'S EVIDENCE, 

James Neary, letterpress trade printer, 
Bancroft place, Manchester, said that he had 
known Joseph Nolan since 1926, and was 
friendly with him. He had often done print- 
ing for Nolan, such as stationery and admis- 
sion tickets. He had often visited Nolan's 
three licensed premises. In September last 
Nolan was a frequent visitor at the Egerton 
Arms Hotel. i 

During that month the witness got posses- 
sion of a printing machine, Nolan being the 

arantor. He had very little space, and 

olan advised him to put it in the attic of 
the Egerton Arms. 

Nolan asked him whether the machine 
would print tickets like those which he pro- 
duced, and which were receipts for money for 
the Ir:sh Hospital Sweepstakes. He said that 
it would, buat, perhaps, not quite so good. 
Nolan then said. that he wanted 5,000 of one 
description and 2,000 of aaother description. 

Nolan said: ‘‘I have got this job to do 
because over in Ireland the machines are 
busy, working day and night, rinting 
receipts for England, America wed other

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Winetavern Street. 


My recent paragraph on Winetavern 
street has prompted a correspondent to 
provide some further information concern- 
ing this ancient thoroughfare. The 
original Guildhall of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion was in Winetavern street, but appar- 
ently it ceased to be used as a meeting 
place ‘in 1311. In that year the Mayor 
and Commonalty of Dublin granted to 
“ Robert de Bristol, their fellow-citizen, 
all their tenement where their old Guild- 
hall stood in the Taverners’ street in the 
city, in exchange for fifteen shillings of 
yearly rent from a tenement in the street 
and parish of St. Nicholas, and for a sum 


of money given by Robert to the city.” 


Of course, in those days, a “ tenenrent '' 
simply meant a holding. The first Dublin 
Custom House, known as “ The Crane,”’ 
stood at the northern end of Winetavern 
street until the reign of James I., and 
ships coming to Dublin usually discharged 
part of their cargoes at Dalkey, and the 
remainder at ‘‘ The Crane.”’ It is re- 
corded that, on the 11th March, 1596, one 
hundred and forty-four barrels of gun- 
powder, sent by Queen Elizabeth for the 
use of the Roval forces in Ircland, were 
landed at “ The Crane.’’ While these 
were being drawn up Winetavern street 
some of them accidentally exploded, with 
terrible results. After an investigation by 
the Mayor and the Sheriffs, one hundred 
and twenty bodies were identified of 
people who had been killed in the explo- 
sion, besides “ sondrie headles bodies and 
heads without bodies that were found and 
not knowne.”’ 


Candlesticks. 


I happened to be admiring the design 
of a chandelier in an antique shop 
recently, when the attendant drew my 
attention to the workmanship, and re 
marked that such craftsmen do not seem 
to exist nowadays. Of course, it takes s 
long time for a new invention to acquire 
an artistic and appropriate setting. The 
first motor cars and aeroplanes were crude 
and undistinguished in appearance, an? 
when electric bulbs began to be used 
instead of lamps and candles, “their 
decorative accessories seemed primitive 
compared with those which they had dis- 
placed. Indeed, after being in use for, a 
quarter of a century, the cin w 
lighting and heating devices on the 
market suggest that electricity has not. 
yet found suitable artistic expression. It 
is obvious, I think, that the craftsmen 
who made chandeliers and candelabra went 
to natural objects in forest and shrubbery 
for their designs, as architects had done 
before them, and the decorative electrician 
might do worse than follow their example. 
I notice that attempts have been made to 
imitate the simple brass and silver candle- 
sticks. which were even more graceful than 
candelabra or chandeliers, but these efforts 
do not appear to be wholly successful. 
Perhaps, this is because the problem with 
candles was to increase illumination, while 
the difficulty with electric light is often 
how to diminish it. 


Golf in Shakespeare. 


A golfing friend of mine was telling me 
the other day that amongst the 1933 
calendars he had received was one with 
Shakespearian and other quotations for 
every day in the vear. He is not much 
interested in Shakespeare, but while 
marking one or two future golfing appoint- 
ments on-the calendar he was impressed 
by the number of Shakespearian lines 
which seem to be appropriate to the game 
in which he is interested most. Some of 
the Shakespeare societies should, I think, 
have one of these quotations in particular 
printed in bold type and hung up in every 
golf club where the English language is 
spoken. ‘I, from the orient to the droop- 
ing west, making the wind my post-horse, 
will unfold the acts commenced on this 
ball.’’ Below another date on which, 
strangely enough, my friend, it seems, 
had a yolfing appointment with a new 
acquaintance, who had admitted that he 
played a very poor game, was the follow- 
ing line from “ Macbeth ’’: *‘ Why should 
I play the Roman fool?’ The image 
which ‘these words conjure up in my 
friend’s mind is a picture of the poet 
making this remark in an aside to the 
secretary of his club, who has asked him 
to play a round with some poor Italian 
visitor. 


Hamlet from Limerick. 


While on the subject of Shakespeare, it 
may interest some readers of this column 
to know that the original authorship of 

amlet ” was ascribed at cne time to 
an @ighteenth-century Limerick poet, Dan 
Hayes. ome Nas on Wl.ch the assump- 
tion was made are unknown, and I notice 
that the subject has been revived by a 
correspondence in an English review, to 
which Canon T. F. Abbott, of Limerick. 


has contributed. Hayes. was born in 
Limerick, and educated at the Diocesan 
School and at Trinity College, Dublin. 
While at Trinity he began a poetical 
translation of Cicero, a 1 ppm Wi ot 
which was subsequently publis in 
London, where the young poet had gone 
to study law at the Middle Temple. He 
did not, it seems, study afsiduously, being 
too much engrossed with pleasures 
the capital, and he died on the 20th July, 
1767, at a eomparatively early age. in 
1769 a volume of his poems was sh 
in London, and in 1785 a complete edition 
of his poetical works was published in 
Limerick. There is-still a slab, Canon 
Abbott writes, on one of the pillars of ‘St. 
Mary's Cathedral, with the inscription, 
“ Dan Hayes, an honest man, and a lover 
of his country.” 


“ Aston Plate.” 


Some little time ago I made some 
reference to Sheffield plate—silver on 
copper—and a correspondent now informs 
me that some of the finest examples of 
this work are to be found at Killarney in 


the possession of the Great Southern 


Hotel. Most important of their plate are 
the urns made by Collis and Co.. of Bir- 
mingham. This firm was founded by Sir 
Edward Thomason, the famous medallist, 
and they were the makers of the Warwick 
Vase, now at Aston Hall, Birmingham. 
as well as many. other notable pieces now 
scattered throughout the world. The hotel 
plate at Killarney is in perfect preserva- 
tion, although it has been in constant use 
for seventy-eight vears, as is borne out by 
reference to old inventories. This is a 
striking tribute to the early craftsmen ; 
for there could be no more severe test of 
wearing qualities than that applied bv 
hotel service. These urns would, by most 
people, be called Sheffield plate; but it is 
a misnomer, for they are identical with 
the ware first made at Aston (Birming- 
ham) about 160 years ago. 


When. It Quakes. 


What does it feel like to be in an earth- 
quake? An English correspondent, who 
felt the earth wobble while he was at 
breakfast last Saturday morning, tells mo 
that the sensation was one of giddiness— 
he felt, he said, as if he were standing on 
a pier or jetty which gave slightly owing 
to the passing of a big wave underneath. 
The feeling had no sooner come than it had 
gone. That it was not mere giddiness, 
though, was demonstrated by the fact that 
objects on the table shifted their position 
slichtly. and that his wife called out in 
alarm from upstairs. The sensation of 
momentary sliding which he felt, this man 
savs, was totally different from anything 
which would be occasioned, say, by a heavy 
lorry passing the house. We in Ireland 
are remarkably free from seismic or other 
manifestations. We havé had our share. 
of course. It was ninety-four years last 
week since the “ big wind ” that in one 
night devastated the country and rendered 
thousands roofless. That big wind came 
in very useful some twenty years ago. my 
friend reminds me, to Irish folk both in 
England and Ireland ; for those who could 
prove that they remembered it had an in- 
fallible claim to the old age pension. Many a 
little Trish boy and girl, terrified out of his 
or her five w'ts on that wild night of 1839, 
was to live to find the “ big wind ’’ blow 
him or her into the safe harbour of five 
shillings a week for life—afterwards in- 
creased to. ten shillings. There may be 
money even in wind. ; 


Portadown’s Charm. 


I do not believe that anyone before has 
associated the word ‘charm ”' with Porta- 
down. It is usually described by the 
adjective of. slang as ‘‘ hard-bojled,’’ the 
very negation of the charming, and one 
conjures up a picture of hard hats, hard 
hands, and, though that is a travesty of 
the truth, hard; hearts. Portadown is 
looked upon as the quintessence of the 
North, a place of shrewd bargains, full- 
bodied business men with a high com- 
plexion, and endless bustle of lorries and 
commercial travellers. I saw it. however, 
the other dav from the Edenderry side, 
and saw it differently—a bright, grey, but 
sparkling, town set in the coil of the 
Bann. Water-logged fields gleamed about 
it, and its contrast with the sadness of 
winter waters emphasised for me the 
notion of a bright gem. It was then that 
I heard ring out into the clear air the 
chimes of the town clock bathing the whole 
area in liquid sound. Those chimes can 
be heard for many miles around Porta- 
down, giving asense of comfort, neighbour- 
hood and invitation. If you go down to 
the town with their echoes in your ears 
you will not find Portadown “hard- 
boiled.”’ The rough Doric seems full of 
open friendliness, business men become 
just men doing business, and the 
paraphernalia of commerce become nothing 
more or less than the healthy stir of life.

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GERMAN RELIGIOUS 
i WORKS. 


PROFESSOR PANOFSKY’S 
LECTURES. 
——_oe—_—_ 


N.a crowded theatre at University College. 
Dublin, yesterday, Professor Panofsky, of 
Hamburg University, delivered the first 


_of two lectures which he had arranged to give 


on the subject of German Religious Art in the 
Middle Ages. Dr. Coffey, President of the 
College, , and among those present 
were the Ministers for France and Germany. 

Professor Panofsky said that German. art 
had been, and still was, characterised by two 
signal qualities—a Mai for expressional in- 
tensity and a craving for individualism or 
subjectivity. These tendencies were, of course, 
unfavourable to the evolution of «such 
“* wniversal styles ” as the French Gothic or 
Italian renaissance style, but so much the 
more conducive to individual creations, full 


of pe character and artistic energy.. 
While 


in France and Italy almost every evolu- 
tion ended with a certain weariness, in 
Germany it led to volcanic outbursts ; and, 
while medieval French and Italian art was 
inclined to subordinate paintings and sculp- 
tures to a decorative or architectonic system, 
the medieval German artist preferred to place 
them in such a way that they could impress 
the beholder as individual works of art. In 
the cathedral sculptural reliefs he dared to 
transform the very "AR of the traditional 
religious compositions in favour oí dramatic 
concentration and intensity. 

(Gierman art was peculiarly capable of creat- 
ing what they might call new “ types” of 
religious representations. This capacity was 
to reach its culminating point in the four- 
teenth century, when the strict system of 
high-mediwval “‘hierarchy’’ (both theological 
and social) gradually gave way to the in- 
dividualistic tendencies of bourgeois life 
and mysticism. During this period German 
art developed numerous new images meant 
to gratify the new propensity for last- 
ing private contemplation -— representa- 
tions differing from the previous icons 
by their peculiarly subjective De es of 
imagination and feeling, and which were to 
spread far and wide over the Continent. 
Soon of these were created by singling out 
a peculiarly impressive group of figures of 
what had formerly been a biblical narrative. 
Thus the group of St. John resting at the 
bosom of Christ was singled out of the Last 
Supper, so that the beholder could identify 
his own feelings with the emotion. of the 
Beloved Disciple. St. Ann in childbed was 
singled out of the Nativity of the Virgin; 
Christ Bearing the Cross was represented as 
an isolated figure. Other ‘“ Andachtsbilder” 
were actual innovations, such as the horrific 
rendition of Christ squeezed in a _ wine- 

, go that his blood flowed out in streams. 
The most important creation of this period, 
however, was the ‘‘ Pietd,’’ or ‘' Vesperbild,”’ 
the Virgin mourning over the dead body of 
Christ with deep motionless sorrow. Michel- 
angelo’s famous group in St. Peter’s Church 
at Rome derived au fond from the '' Vesper- 
bild ’’-type created by German 14th century 
art

PREPARATIONS FOR 
NEW FLIGHT.

CONSULTATION WITH 
CAPTAIN SAUL. 
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By Ovr Air CoRRESPONDENT. 


SIX thousand mile flight from England 
AN to South America in three and a half 

days, as against a three weeks’ journey 
by sea, is Mr. Mollison’s latest air project, 
he told me on arrival in Dublin yesterda 
evening after his flight from Blackpool wit 
his aviation consultant, Mr. William 
Courtenay. 

Mr. Mollison said that the object of his 
visit to Dublin is to consult with Captain 
J. P. Saul, who plotted the course for the 
successful trans-Atlantic flight made by Mr. 
Mollison last year, on the navigational details 
for the Hight across the South Atlantic Ocean. 
‘*Captain Saul is, in my opinion, the finest 
exponent of air navigation on this side of 
the Atlantic,” remarked Mr. Mollison, ** and 
this is borne out by the accuracy of his 
calculations for me on my east to west 
Atlantic flight.”’ 

The flight to South America wil) be made 
in the same Puss Moth machine that flew 
the Atlantic from Portmarnock, '' The Heart's 
Content,” but it has now been fitted with a 
Gipsy Major engine of 150 horse-po..er, 
similar to that imstalled im the aeroplane 
which Mrs. Mollison flew to Cape Town in 
‘‘record’’ time last month. ‘* The Heart's 
Content ' has a non-stop flying range of 
3,400 miles. 


AT FULL MOON, 


Taking off from Lympne, Kent, about 
February 7th, when the moon is full, Mr. 
Mollison will first fly to Dakar, French West 
Africa, making the journey in two ‘‘ hops” 
if he considers it necessary. From Dakar 
the flight across the two thousand miles of 
open sea will be made by either of two routes. 
One will take him to Rio de Janeiro and 
the other. to Port Natal, depending on 
weather conditions over the ocec: . 

‘The object of my flight,’’ Mr. Mollison 
said, “is to show the British Civil Air En- 
sign to the people of South America. The 
Prince of Wales opened the British Exhibi- 
tion at Buenos Aires and did.a great deal 
for British trade, but we have not suffi- 
ciently shown to the people of that conti- 
nent our prestige in the aviation world. Ger- 
many has done this to a large extent for 
herself. by the nine Zeppelin flights to Rio 
last year, and they are planning even more 
during 1933, and, of course, the flight of the 
Do. X eapressed the public a great deal. 
Italy also sent a flight of seaplanes across 
the South Atlantic last year, and now they 
are to send ancther flight in the spring of 
this vear, headed by the Italian Air Minis- 
ter, General Baibo. Finally, within the past 
week a three-engined French air liner, carry- 
ing a crew of seven, made the ocean crossing 
successfully. 


TO FLY BACK AGAIN, 


“ Britain’s sole claim to aviation fame in 
South America at the moment is the flight 
made from Rio to Dakar in November, 1931, 
by Squadron Leader Bert Hinkler in a 
machine similar to my own. It is my in- 
tention to demonstrate to the people in many 
South American towns the capabilities of 
British aircraft and engines — and I can 
assure you that there are none better in the 
world.” 

After his tour of South America, Mr. Mol- 
lison is to fly back again across the Atlantic 
by the same route and return to England. 
In doing this he will have established a new 
‘‘record ” for a double flight across the South 
Atlantic Ocean. 

An offer by Mr. Mollison to fly to 
Africa mm search of Lady Bailey, who is 
believed to have made a forced landing in 
the Atlas Mountains on a flight to Cape 
Town, was revealed to me by Mr. Courtenay. 
When Mr. Mollison offered his services to 
Lady © Rossmore, Lady Bailey's mother, 
by reason of his experience of 
the west coast route to the Cape, 
it was decided that Lady Rossmore should 
ascertain from the French Embassy what 
action «they were taking in seeking her 
daughter. If it is considered necessary, Lady 
Rossmore will communicate with’Mr. Mollison 
and he will return to London to-day, An 
aeroplane has already been prepared at 
Heston airport, at Mr. Mollison’s request, 
and be and Mr. Courtenay will immediately 
leave London to take part in the search for 
the missing airwoman. 


A STORMY PASSAGE, 


Yesterday's flight from Blackpool was made 
under very adverse weather conditions. Over 
the Irish Sea their aircraft met a heavy 
rainstorm and low clouds, which resulted m 
the journey over the fifty-five miles of open 
sea occupying fifty minutes, and the airmen 
arrived at Baldonnel Aerodrome, County 
Dublin, shortly before 4 p.m. 

They were welcomed by Captain Saul and 
other members of the Irish Aero Club, and 
during their stay in Dublin Mr. Mollison wil! 
take the opportunity of thanking the Lord 
Mayor of Dublin and others who assisted him 
in the preparations for his flight across the 


Atiantic from Portmarnock. In conversation | 


with me later last night Mr. Mollison 
remarked that the St. Christopher medal 
which had been given to him before the start 
of his Atlantic flight had also been carried 
by Mrs. Mollison on her record-breaking 
flight to Cape Town. 7

Those who had much pastoral experience 
among young people knew that even among 
those of the upper classes, who were sup- 
posed to be most under parental control, 
Christian ideals of chastity before marriage 
had broken down to a great extent hoth 
among young men and young women. The 
idea of marriage as a life-long bond had very 
much decayed as the result of secular attacks.

The ideals of the Russian revolution with 
regard to marriage had a much wider support 
in England than many of them imagined. 

The Rev. Dr. Relton said that he 
sympathised with the object of Probendary 
Harris, but-he thought that he was approach- 
ing the matter in the wrong way. What he 
ought to do was to produce a book which 
would be a best seller. There were many 
oe who would be glad to contribute. 

If he got such a book into print and then 
got the bishops to bless it, he would do 
far more than any committee .ould do. 

Canon Hellins said that although he did 
not want to oppose Prebendary Harris’s idea, 
he was not sure whether such a great 
expenditure should be put upon Convocation 
at this time, especially when the way 
suggested by Dr. Relton was open. He, 
therefore, moved the previous question. 

The Archdeacon of Coventry seconded, and 
the previous question was carried.

COST OF LITIGATION 
DISCUSSED. 


The Attorney-General, Sir Thomas Inskip, 
presided yesterday at the annual meeting of 
tha General Council of the Bar in Inner 
Temple Hall, London. 

Referring to the resolution by the Council 
on the question of the cost of litigation that 
they agreed to a modification of the two- 
thirds rule, so that, where the leading 
counsel's fee exceeds 150 guineas, the amount 
by which the junior fee exceeds 100 guineas 
may be a matter of arrangement, Sir Thomas 
said :—** I ei amd believe that most 
ecg will welcome the decision which has 
een arrived at by the Bar Council, with the 
assistance of all persons whose opinion was 
asked, and with the asssent of the members 
of the Junior Bar.” 

Sir Herbert Cunliffe, K.C., Chairman of 
the General Council of the Bar, said :— 
‘Heavy fees are a result of the client’s 
own insistence on fashionable counsel being 
employed. The Bar deplores these heavy 
fees, and would very much. prefer to see a 
more equal distribution of the rewards which 
go to the Bar financially.’

Speaking at a meeting in Drumcondra last 
night, Mr. Richard ulcahy referred to 
charges of Imperialism which their opponents 
had made against the Cumann na nGaedheal 
Party.

The Parisian Contour. 


The rotund Parisian is a thing of the 
past. A French film-producer has been 
looking for men of weight to fill a part 
in his screen adaptation of M. Henri 
Béraud’s book, “The Martyrdom of 
Obesity.” As we learn from the Paris 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph, it 
was necessary that he should show half-a- 
dozen men of ample girth, enjoying a fine 
dinner. To his surprise, he was forced to 
hunt Paris high and low before asufficiency 
of round men could be obtained. This is 
a curious change for a city which once 
numbered portly figures by the thousand.

War Debts. 


The first Cabinet meeting of the year 
will be held to-morrow at No. 10 Downing 
street, when a number of important ques 
tions will come up for review. The most 
urgent of these will be the matter of wa) 
debt payments to the United States, and 
it is expected that on this point the Prime 
Minister will be able to convey some 
interesting information to his colleaques 
after his interviews with Mr. Andrew 
Mellon, the United States, Ambassador, 
on his return from Washington. The 
Government hopes that negotiations for a 
review of all the circumstances attendant 
on war debts will begin before long, and 
nobody would be surprised to hear that a 
delegation was ready to proceed to the 
United States without further delay.

i was two o'clock this morning before

It was 
a good-humoured crowd, which gave al] 
the speakers a good hearing. 

At Carrick-on-Shannon, although there 
was no interruption in the course of an 
enthusiastic meeting which Mr. Cosgrave 
addressed in the County Hall there was 
some mild excitement occasioned in the 
town early this morning when a number 
of Republicans arrived and proceeded to 
hang a black flag on the’ town clock and 
another on the Town Hall. Afterwards 
they draped the walls with such inscrip- 


tions as ‘‘Down with Cosgrave, the

CHANGED TIMES. 


_ We have at the moment a Government 
in power which ten years ago would have 
scorned to sit in the seats they now occupy, 
and now they are asking the people to 
return them to power, said Mr. Cosgrave. 
We have now to repair and to pay for the 
indiscretions of the Government that was 
now seeking the suffrages of the people. 

Referring to the increase which had 
taken place in the prices of cattle since 
the announcement of the general election, 
he said that there was only one reason 
that could be given for it.

AN IMPORTANT 
CONFERENCE. 


_ The Times publishes a long letter from 
Sir John Wardlaw Milne, M.P., on the 
subject of stable currencies within the 
Empire and beyond, and says editorially 
that the letter presses with great force a 
question—or rather a series of questions— 
upon which the Government will have to 
make up their minds before very long.

IN WHICH TRENCH. 


Referring to the Government's agri- 
cultural policy, Mr. de Valcra said that 
the old system would have had to be 
abandoned if the Free State were- not 
to become a deserted island off the coast 
of Europe.

Roos does not command sufficient support 
to defeat them in the House on a vote of 
no confidence, and, consequently, they are 
preparing to carry on the work of the 
session in the ordinary way.

COMPENSATION FOR 
DISTURBANCE, 


NO BREACH OF FAITH 
WITH NATIVES. 


The Colonial Office, 
issued last night, makes clear the ery WM 
regarding gold mining and native land in 
Kenya in view of criticism based largely 
on a misunderstanding of the facts. 

“In East Africa,” the statement cx- 
plains, ‘‘ minerals are the property, not 
of the occupiers of the land—whether 
European or native—but of the Crown. 
Large areas have from time to time been 
set aside for the native population, but 
the creation of such native reserves has 
in no way infringed the Crown’s owner- 
ship of minerals in or under the soil. 

‘An Ordinance passed in 1930—the 
Native Lands Trust Ordinance—estab- 
lished the principle that the lands thus 
set aside, totalling nearly 31,000,000 acres, 
should remain for the use and benefit of 
the native tribes of the colony for ever. 


LAND IN EXCHANGE, 


“The Ordinance also provided that, 
with the advice and consent of the Central 
Board, the Governor could exclude from 
a native reserve land required for such 
purposes as railways, aerodromes, town- 
ships, waterworks, and for the develop- 
ment of the mineral resources of the 
colony. Where any such exclusion was 
made an equivalent area of land was to 
be added to the reserve. 

‘Tt is clear from the terms of the 
Ordinance that the exclusion so contem- 
plated was a permanent exclusion,” | 

Remarking that the discovery of gold 
is of the greatest importance to Kenya 
as a whole, the statement declares that 
‘‘every care has been taken to safeguard 
not only the interests of individuals in 
the immediate present, but also the 
ultimate interests of the tribes as a whole 
in the future.” 


NATIVE RIGHTS. 


It is added: ‘‘ The matter of immediate 
importance is to ensure that any indivi- 
dual native whose holding covers ground 
required for mining operations shall 
receive compensation for disturbance, and 
an alternative piece of ground on which 
he may live and work in close proximity 
to his market.” 

In addition to provision of land for 
individual natives, compensation will also 
be paid to local native funds. . It is 
further stated that it cannot fairly be 
contended that there has been any breach 
of faith either with the natives imme- 
diately concerned or with the native 
community as a whole.

PREFERENCESÍFOR AND AGAINST.

ag OCs unnecessary confusion seems to 
: have arisen in connection with the 
use of the single transferable vote at the 
forthcoming election, largely because many 
counsellors seem to forget the all. 
impertant element of human nature. Were 
the contest one between candidates for the 
membership of a municipal eouncil—in 
which party labels mattered for little, and 
the personal merits of candidates were the 
really important consideration — the 
elector’s duty would be quite simple and 
_ Straightforward. Having made up his 
mind upon the personal qualifications of 
candidates, he would number them accord- 
ingly upon his ballot paper, omitting to 
place any numbers against the names of 
those as to whose success—for lack of 
sufficient information or otherwise—he felt 
indifferent, 


PRINCIPLES, NOT 
PERSONALITIES. 

The issues at stake in next week’s polling 
are, however, of a very different order, On 
next Tuesday policies, much more than 
personalities, will guide the voter’s pencil. 
On one side will be the elector who wishes 
Mr. Oosgrave to form the next Govern- 
ment; on the other, those who wish 
Mr. de Valera to remain in office. 
Yet, subject to that issue of dominat- 
ing importance, personal yalues_ will, 
and should, be taken into consideration. 
Mr. A., while determined to give his 
fullest possible measure of support to Mr, 
Césgrave, is personally anxious to secure 
the return of the Lord Mayor; Mrs. B., 
equally anxious to give her last ounce of 
support to Mr. Cosgrave, specially desires 
the election of, let us say, Mr. Good, 
With thé single transferable vote both 
Mr. A. and Mrs. B. can, subject to cer- 
tain conditions, place the figure 1 before 
the names of their personal favourites 
without any fear of weakening Mr. Cos- 
grave’s prospect. What, then, are those 
conditions? Simply that they proceed to 
place the figures 2, 3, 4 and so on—in any 
order they may please—before the names 
of all the cther candidates who, if re- 
turned, would vote for Mr. Cosgrave as 
the head of the next Executive Council. 


AN ILLUSTRATION,

HOW MANY 
** PREFERENCES "'? 


Now let us consider the answer to the 
practical question which seems to have 
caused so much confusion in the minds of 
many electors. Should the average elector 
be called upon to express choices (as 
represented by those indicated against the 
names shown in italics on our illustrative 
ballot paper) between candidates whom 
he wishes to exclude from Dail Eireann? 
By recording his first eight preferences for 
Commonwealth candidates our imaginary 
elector has, in fact, exercised almost 100 
per cent. of his possible influence on the 
result of the poll. 

I have said, “almost 100 per cent.” 
Whether on this occasion the average 
elector should try to go further, and to 
say that, as between Mr. Cosgrave’s op- 
ponents, he would rather keep Mr. de 
Valera than Mr. Norton, or Mr. 
MacEntee than Mr. Lemass, out of the 
Dail, is for practical purposes open to 
some doubt. hat doubt, Jet us be quite 
clear, has nothing to do with the fear 
that his later preferences (if marked in 
the way they appear opposite the names 
in italics upon our illustrative ballot 
paper) could in any way subtract from 
the value of his earlier preferences, or 
assist Mr, de Valera’s. candidates to in- 
terfere in any way with the prospects of 
Mr. Cosgrave’s success. 


THE HUMAN ELEMENT. 


‘Such doubfs “as may exist arise from 
human elements, and have nothing to do 
with the meechanies‘of proportional repre- 
sentation. First is the sentiment of the 
elector who cannot .bring himself to ex- 
press even negative choices between his 
opponents; then the voter who is quite 
indifferent, if the worst should happen, 
whether he is to be hanged by Mr. de 
Valera’s hempen rope or by Mr. Norton's 
flaxen cord. Then we have the voter with 
limited information, and a possible .de- 
fective memory, to whom the effort to ex- 
haust lists of possible preferences may 
mean confusion and mistakes. Advice 
to such electors may be summarised in 
this way. First, study carefully the list 
of candidates in your _ constituency, 
Secondly, write out the names of such 
candidates in the order of your choice. 
Finally, bring the numbered list of your 
chosen candidates with you to the polling 
booth and record them on the official ballot 
paper early next Tuesday. You will thon 
have done your part. 


FLEXIBILITY OF THE 
SYSTEM, 


A word may, perhaps, be added as te 
the way in which the system of the single 
transferable vote adapts itself to very 
different types of demand. By its means 
electors may, as is desired by all parties 
in this contest, throw their full and con- 
centrated weight inte the scales against a

NATIONALISATLION 
| PROBLEM. 


R. SEAN LEMASS (Free State 

Minister for Industry and Commerce) 

last night addressed a me: in. of sail- 
ut shop-workers at the workshops, Inchicore, 
Dublin. 
_ 1 am prepared te say that the arguments 
in favour of nationalisation are very strong; - 
he said, ‘‘ but at present there are practical 
difficulties that rule it out as a solution,” 

He went on to say that if the legislation 
whieh the Government had in view did not 
effect what they desired, they would not 
shirk the adoption of the expedient of 
nationalism if it was the best course to take. 
Explaining why they had stated before the 

last election ft.at Fianna Fail ‘could be de- 
scribed as a pro-Labour Party, he said that 
he meant that they were convinced that the 
preservation of the railways was necessary, 
not merely because of their utility, but of 
the empleyment they gave. He was con- 
yinced not merely. that the railways had 
many long years of useful life before them, 
but that they were the backbone of the trans- 
pe organisation of the country. Neverthe- 
ess, the railway position was at present in 
jeopardy. He commented on the fact that 
road transport systems, unorganised and un- 
developed, had been allowed to develop from 
1926, and these had brought the. whole rail- 
war position of the Saorstat into danger, 

“.e present election had taken place sooner 
than had been anticipated, and Fianna Fail 
had Acts in contémplation which were being 
drafted, ~vhich had been introduced in the 
Dail shortly before Christmas. These would 
be considered in the Dail, he hoped, after the 
election, and would become law in the early 
spring. The design of these Acts was that 
the railways organisation of the Saerstat 
would be put on a sound basis, so that they 
could carry out their proper functions. 


THREE MAIN POINTS. 

The one main fact was that the railways 
would have to be provided with a sufficient 
volume of traffic to ensure that they would 
earn sufficient receipts for each year to pay 


[all the working and overhead expenses,” 


this was to be ensured, they must get rail- 
ways and road transport unger unified con- 
trol. He thought that they could get an 
efficient transport organisation which would 
preserve) national interests without competi- 
tion by legislation, 

The second point was that they must 
ensure that there would not be taken from 
railway receipts for any purpose money that 
should be expended on the permanent way, 
the renewal and replacement of rolling stock, 
as moneys which should’ have already gone 
to that purpose, had been given for payment 
of fixed interest charges and dividends on 
other classes of stock, — 

The third point was that under unified 
control they should have efficient manage- 
ment, so as to protect public interests. 

He wanted to give them this guarantee: 
that the legisatlon which had been drafted 
and intreduced last December would, on the 
return of Fianna Fail, be pushed ahead with 
all possible speed. He could assure them 
that if circumstances should arise which 
would necessitate any State intervention in 
order to secure ‘the preservation of railway 
employment, and the consequent conditions 
which would ensure a decent standard of 
living for the workers, action would be taken. 

The prosent transport position of the 
Saorstat need not have arisen. It could have 
been prevented if those responsible for the 
control of their affairs had seen a little bit 
ahead in 1926 and 1927, when the present 
position was developing.

SCENE DESCRIBED 
BY POLICEMAN.

HE suicide in a police cell of a man who 
“fe was charged with murder, anth the 
reading of a statement made by him 
when arrested were features of the inquest on 
Samuel James Furnace, who was accused 9! 
the Chalk Farm blazing shed murder. 
Furnace died in St. Pancras Hospital early 
on Tuesday from the effects of spirits of salts 
poisoning twenty-four hours after he was 
found writhing in pain in his cell. 


THE SEARCHES. 


Divisional Detective-Inspeetor Ockey de- 
scribed the arrest of Furnace at: Southend. | 

They teek off his clethes and thoroughly 
searched them, and also his overcoat. £29 
7s, 10d. was found in his trousers pockets, ' 

On the way to.London he said that he 
would tell them where he threw the gun, 
adding: “I threw it away at Camden Town,” 
and at Camden Town he pointed to the spot 
in the street where he threw it inte the canal. 

He was again searehed at Kentish Town 
police station, and put upstairs, after which 
he said that he wished to go to the lavetory.

' HE RED LABEL. - 


The Coroner then took the Inspector ie 
the happenings of the next day, and a small 
bottle, bearing a red label with the words, 
“Spi.its of salts, Not to be taken,” was 
produced. 

The officer said it had been handed him 
at the station, and, holdimg up an overcoat, 
added that the stitches in the lining at the 
bottom had recently been opened, 

Answering the Coroner, he said that the 
betile might have been im that space when 
he originally examined the coat. If it was 
anywhere jt must haye been there, 

The Corener~—-lt could not have been in 
his pockets ?—No, sir. 


CAUSE OF DEATH. 


Sir: Bernard Spilsbury said the canse of 
death was heart failure due to a poisoning by 
corrosive acid. There was a strong solution 
of hydrochloric acid, commonly known as 
spirits of salts, in the bottle. 

Police Sergeant Racey said he was certain 
the bottle was not in the cell before Furnace 
went in, and spirits of salts Were not used 
in the station for any purpose. It was a 
thing that was barred jn the station. 


WHAT A CONSTABLE SAW. 


Police Constable Partridge, who was on 
duty outside the cell from 7 a.m. sair! 
Furnace was walking up and down the cell 
with two overcoats on, ; 

“I saw his hand come from behind,” 
continued Partridge “I saw him put a 
bottle up to his mouth. I rushed in, and 
took the bottle away, and he collapsed on to 
the bench. 1 called for the station officer. 
We gave him water and milk, and ’ phoned! 
for the doctor.” , 


FURNACE’S STATEMENT, 


The Coroner read the long statement 
Furnace made at Kentish Town Police 
Station.

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INFLUENZA IN DUBLIN. 


THE NEED FOR TAKING 
PRECAUTIONS. 


From inquiries made in Dublin yesterday 
by an /rish T'imes reporter, it was learned 
that there is scarcely a business establish- 
ment, shop or agg sa in Dublin that has 
not had its staff depleted as the result of 
influenza, At one. large establishment there 
are 73 employés who have not reported for 
duty owing to illness during the past few 
days; at a second, 60, and at another 55. 
All the establishments at which inquiries 
were made had the same story to tell— 
‘short staffed, owing to illness.’ 

One manager said that thirteen members of 
his staff, who were feeling quite fit in the 
forenoon, were unable to report for duty after 
lunch-time, 

Health authorities are of the opinion that, 
although influenza has not yet reached the 
stages of an epidemic, the present situation is 
serious. It was pointed out to our reporter 
yesterday that the general public should be 
extremely careful during the next few weeks 
to avoid this mysterious germ, which has 
baffted medical research workers for the past 
fourteen or fifteen years. 

A medical officer in the Free State Depart- 
ment for Local Government and Public 
Health confessed yesterday that the present 
situation in the Free State was rather con- 
founding. For this, the influenza period of 
the year, as he termed it, the death rate from 
country districts, was not above normal, but 
it was quite evident that large numbers of 
people were suffering from the complaint. 

The influenza which is most prevalent in 
Dublin at the moment takes the form of a 
scre throat, which is accompanied by a 

severe headachs and a general weakening of 
the limbs. The majority of peopl: suffering 
from the infection are being treated at home. 
This method, our reporter was informed, 
should be avoided, and, instead, hospital 
accommodation provided. 

_ An authority on the disease said that 
influenza was transmitted directly from 
person to person, and was highly infectious, 
even in ita early stages. It was, therefore, 
of vital importance that over-crowding in 
— places should be avoided. Children 

romi houses where influenza is prevalent 
shonJd: be warned not to attend school. 
Members of households where it is present 
should be advised not to attend cinemas or 
other crowded places. They should not 
receive visitors unnecessarily while influenza 
is In their homes. 

The necessity for the early isolation of the 
atient, he said, could not be over-estimated. 
Vhere the patient was being nursed at home 

he should be confined to a separate toom. 
The use of a simple ‘antiseptic gargle, 
although a safeguard that was to i re- 
commended, was not always successfal. The 


best and simplest gargle that he could re- 
commend was to add enough permanganate 
of potash to make a tumbler of water a faint 
pink colour A small pinch of ordinary table 
salt could be added to this solution. As 
fresh air diluted and dissipated infective 
material, the room of a suffering from 
influenza should be well ventilated. Strict 
cleanliness was, he said, one of the best 
preventives of influenza.

DUBLIN BOARD'S 
PROTEST. 


| WH—£——— 
“A MATTER FOR THE 
GOVERNMENT.” 


HEN the estimates for the ensuing 
W financial year were submitted at a 
meeting of the Dublin Board of 
Assistance yesterday, the Chairman (Mrs. 
Kettle) said that the figures were ‘‘a stagger- 
ing revelation.”’” ‘The total estimate of 
£501,163 included a sum of £202,376 for the 
relief of able-bodied persons, and there was 
considerable discussion of this figure. 
Mrs. Kettle said that the members of the 
Board were well aware of the mounting cost 
of relief. Since October the change to cash 
relief and the increase of 25 per cent. in 
allowances had added greatly to the cost. It 
was time for them to make a protest. 

‘The Board, she said, nad a banction to per- 

form in relieving the destitute, but this was 
almost swamped at present, and the estimate 
before them showed that their function was 
supposed to be to relieve unemployment, 
Lhis was definitely wrong; for the relief of 
unemployment ought to be a national obliga- 
tion, and the Board should ask to be relieved 
from it. 
“We have asked the citizens,’ she con- 
tinued, ''to give us half a million pounds 
for this purpose, and we cannot ssibly 
assume such an obligation. £202,376 is to 
be given in able-bodied relief; it is money 
which is being given away for nothing, Un- 
employment should be dealt with at the 
Labour Exchanges; a Board of Assistance 
cannot contro! such a problem.’’ 


NOT SHIRKING. 


They were not wishing, she said, to shirk 
any responsibility that rightly rested on their 
shoulders, but they had not sufficient staff 
for this purpose, and to cope with the situa- 
tion would need the full-time attention of 
every member of the Board, who had other 
duties to look after. 

She acknewledged the generosity of the 
present Government in the matter of relief 
grants, but she did not think it was the right 
way to deal with she problem. The Cor- 
poration schemes also were useful in their 
way, but it would be much better to have a 
big national scheme for relief works, not 
pensions which were doled out and which 
tended to slemoralise the men, and to render 
them unfit for work when it did come, 

The present time, she said, offered a good 
opportunity to the Board to bring the matter 
to a head. They should, she thought, call 
on both of the big political parties to declare 
their position, and to say that, if they were 
returned to office, able-bodied relief would 
be dealt with at the Labour Exchanges, and 
not continue to be part of the poor law 
administration. 

Whatever they felt about it, she said, it 

was not jossible for them to hold up the 
estimate. ‘hey could only declare that the 
burden should not have been placed upon 
them. 
Senator O’Neill agreed thoroughly with 
the Chairmain’s remarks. As he had pre- 
viously pointed out in the fenate, it was not 
the duty of the Board, but the Government, 
to provide such relief. 


QUOTA DOUBTS. 
Councillor Shiel said that they should not 
allow the estimate to go forward. The 
problem had been allowed to develop at the 
expense of the ratepayers, and, speaking for 
the Dublin County Council, he very much 
doubted whether they would be able to 
collect their quota. He proposed that they 
should postpone submission of the estimate. 
Alderman Lawlor said that he did not 
agree with such a suggestion. Until the 
Government had other machinery to deal 
with the question, the obligation rested on 
the Board. 

Councillor Shiel’s motion was not seconded, 
and the Chairman then proposed that ‘the 
Clerk's estimate be adopted, and that the 
Minister be notified of the protest of the 
Chairman, which is supported by the Board.”’ 
This was seconded by Councillor Medlar, and 
passed unanimously, 

The sum to be demanded from the con- 
tributory bodies was £501,163, which, com- 
pared with the demand for the current year, 
showed an increase of £147,843. The im 
crease was made up as follows :— 

£107,086 net increased estimated expendi- 
ture, including £87,376 for the relief of able. 
bodied persons under the Poor Relief 
(Dublin) Act, 1929,. and £13,000 for home 
assistance under older Acts. 

£29,366—The estimated debit balance at 
the end of the current financial year, of 
which £26,514 was chargeable.to the account 
for the relief of able-bodied persons. 

£11,391—The excess of the estimated 
credits in the demand for 1932-33, over those 
in the demand for 1933-34.

POULTRY, CAGE BIRDS, DAIRY. 


A GOOD FOSTER MOTHER. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 
says :— 
There are certain points which should be 
looked for in selecting a brooder. It 
should be strong and weather-proof if it 


is to be used outdoor. There should be 
plenty of room and abundance of light. 
A window to the hot chamber is neces- 
sary to keep the chickens under observa- 
tion. A good lamp is important, and it 
should be arranged so that it is pro- 
tected from draughts. The — = 
warm air should be ample, but the lamp 
fumes should be kept from rendering the 
air in the hot chamber impure. The 
ventilation should be well regulated, so 
that the air is always fresh, and the hot 
chamber free from stuffiness, When it is 
bought to hold a certain number of 


chicks it is better not to place the full 
number in at first, as it may be too 
crowded when they are a few weeks old.
